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COUNCIL LAUNCHES 
DEVELOPER SEARCH

A PIONEERING plan for thousands of 
new homes, jobs and community facili¬ 
ties in a newly-created neighbourhood in 
Tottenham moved a step closer last week. 

The High Road West development is part of 
Haringey Council’s ambitious regeneration for 
the area spearheaded by Spurs’ new £400million 
stadium scheme. 

A search was launched by the council last 
week for a developer to deliver the multi-mil- 
lion-pound scheme. 

It will see large-scale demolition and major 
new construction in an area bordered by High 
Road,Tottenham, in the east, the Liverpool Street 
to Enfield Town/Cheshunt railway line, in the 
west, Brereton Road, in the south, and the former 
Sainsbury’s site, in the north. 

The area will be changed beyond recognition 
with 14,000 new homes and a new park, as well 
as a new landscaped open space in Moselle 
Square, with a new library, learning and enter¬ 
prise centre, an open outdoor events space and 
new cafes, bars and restaurants. 

White Hart Lane station will also be mod¬ 
ernised with improved train services and High 
Road will be rejuvenated with a wider variety of 
shops, plus modern-purpose built units and 
space for start-up businesses, together with sup¬ 
port for both entrepreneurs and jobseekers. 

Parts of the Love Lane Estate will be bulldozed 
and tenants will be rehoused in the newly- 
built homes. 

Also earmarked for demolition is the Peacock 
Industrial Estate, in Chapel Place, The Carberry 


Enterprise Centre, The Goodsyard and the for¬ 
mer Sainsbury’s site. 

After a long-tern development partner is 
secured, detailed designs will be drawn up and 
planning approval sought with construction 
expected to start in 2018-2019. 

Speaking after the launch of the search for a 
developer, Haringey Council leader Claire Kober 
said: “We start the search for an ambitious part¬ 
ner to help us deliver a new neighbourhood for 


Tottenham with more than 1,400 new homes and 
thousands of new jobs. 

“Tottenham has a rich history, strong commu¬ 
nity, great transport links, a successful Premier 
League club and new businesses opening 
every week. 

“The new homes in High Road West will 
improve the quality of life for Tottenham resi¬ 
dents and give local people new opportunities to 
get on in life.”

to refurbish its rundown clubhouse. The 
long-established club, in Shepherd’s Cot, 
Crouch End Playing Fields, will benefit 
from a share of grants totalling £9million 
awarded to 148 UK grass-roots sports 
projects aiming to help them upgrade 
facilities which can be unattractive, 
expensive to run and difficult to maintain. 

The successful bid for the cash will enable 
the club to install showers in the men and 
women’s changing rooms and re-fit its 
antiquated kitchen. The improved facilities 
will attract new players, the club believes. 

Club chairman Maurice Vidowsky said: 
“It will allow us to provide more coaching, 
social play and tournaments. Having many 
members of retirement age, we know what 
enormous benefits tennis offers to older 


people from a health and social perspective. 
Last year, one of our teams consisted of 
sixth-formers while another fielded a great 
grandmother in one match. We’d like to see 
more players participating in tennis 
whatever their stage of life.” 

Hornsey and Wood Green MP Catherine 
West, who supported the club’s grant 
bid said the money would make a 
tremendous difference. 

“The club has been at the heart of Crouch 
End for more than 100 years and provides 
an affordable, friendly space for people of 
all ages to play tennis,” she said. 

“A restored clubhouse will enable it to 
make even better use of the space and 
hopefully encourage even more local people 
to pick up a tennis racket.”

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New camera helps council to 
coin it in - at drivers’ expense

FINES totalling £156,000 have been issued by 
Enfield Council to motorists in the month since an 
enforcement camera was installed at a yellow box 
junction, it has been revealed. 

The council issued 2,400 tickets at £65 each between 
April 22 and May 23 for motorists in the yellow box 
in Carterhatch Lane. Some residents who lived nearby 
have reported receiving multiple penalty tickets, with 
one tearful driver facing six fines. Another driver who 
was issued with nine tickets could have to pay £585. 

Chase ward councillor Nick Dines said: “If tickets 
continue to be issued at that rate, the camera will gen¬ 
erate more than £1.8million over a 12-month period, 
an incredible sum of money for the council to raise in 
fines from its residents in just one traffic junction.” 

He is calling on the council to tear up tickets issued 
to Enfield residents during the first few weeks that the 
CCTV camera was up and running. 

“Before introducing a camera at yellow box junc¬ 
tions, the council should first consult with local resi¬ 
dents to get their views on whether the existing layout 
is suitable for use,” he added. 

By contrast, he discovered that the one other yellow 


box junction in the borough enforced by a camera - in 
Palmers Green at Green Lanes and Sydney Avenue 
yielded £38,025 for 585 tickets over the same period. 

Mr Dines added: “I know there are yellow boxes on 
main roads in Enfield where if you get caught in 
them, 99 times out of 100 it will be the driver’s fault. 
Clearly, they should be enforced.” 

However, he said that the road layout was “far from 
perfect” at the Carterhatch Lane junction and many 
motorists were caught out there. 

“Thousands of pounds must have been raised from 
unsuspecting, hard-working residents just trying to 
exit on to the A110 from Linden Gardens, Linden 
Avenue and the Great Cambridge slip road,” he said. 
“That is not fair.” 

Residents commenting about the penalty box when 
it was first reported said the system needed a rethink. 

One Advertiser reader said: “The nature of that 
junction is that you will get stuck in the box during 
busy times. A better solution should be found to help 
the flow of traffic.” 

Another motorist who had been fined said: “It is 
extremely unfair as you cannot get out of that junction 
unless you pull a dangerous manoeuvre by cutting in 
front of other cars, risking an accident.” 

A council spokesman said motorists had paid

£53,000 in fixed penalty notices at the junction in May. 

Daniel Anderson, cabinet member for environment, 
explained: “The rules of the Highway Code are very 
clear. You can enter a yellow box to turn right and, as 
in this case, to cut across into Donkey Lane. If you 
don’t stop in a box junction, you won’t receive a 
Penalty Charge Notice. 

“If a motorist received an exceptionally high num¬ 
ber of penalty charge notices, then, from our experi¬ 
ence, it is because they continuously flouted the 
restrictions, possibly in a single day. We have 
absolutely no intention of removing the camera 
because tickets are issued lawfully. However, drivers 
have the right of appeal and any who feel they have 
been unfairly penalised should do so.” 


Residents

SIX people escaped from a 
fire which tore through a 
block of flats in Edmonton 
over the weekend. 

Firefighters were called 
by a resident in the block 
of flats in Plowman Close, 
Edmonton, at 6.17am 
on Sunday after she 
had been woken by her 


smoke alarm. She was able 
to escape with her daughter 
through the window of 
their ground-floor flat. 

Four other residents 
were also able to escape 
through ground-floor 
windows before the 
firefighters arrived. 

Once on the scene, fire 


crews rescued another 
resident from his flat. 

The man was suffering 
from smoke inhalation 
and was treated on the 
scene by paramedics 
from the London 
Ambulance Service. 

The blaze ripped through 
the ground-floor lobby 


of the flats and the 
area became heavily 
smoke-logged. 

Firefighters brought the 
flames under control 
within an hour. 

The cause of the blaze is 
being investigated by the 
London Fire Brigade 
and police.

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Wartime museum plan for 
mansion gets star support

CELEBRATED actor Sir David Jason has lent his 
support to a campaign to open a museum in the 
Enfield mansion where bugs picked up every 
word uttered by German prisoners of war. 

The Edmonton-born star, who made his name 
as Del Boy in the long-running BBC TV comedy 
series Only Fools and Horses, is backing calls to 
commemorate Trent Park’s history as a wartime 
“listening post”. 

“Trent Park was such an important establish¬ 
ment during World War II and it would be won¬ 
derful to retain the fabric of the place and create 
a historic landmark as a tribute to the essential 
work carried out there,” he said. 

Unbeknown to the high-ranking prisoners kept 
there, bugs were installed in lights throughout the 
mansion house and embedded in the billiards room 
where they relaxed and loosened their tongues. 

Intelligence gleaned from their conversations 
confirmed Hitler’s atomic weapons programme 
and detailed atrocities perpetrated by the Nazi 
regime. However, as the intelligence activity was 
carried out covertly it could not be used as evi¬ 
dence in the war crimes tribunals. 

Sir David, whose other leading roles include 
Detective Inspector Jack Frost on ITV, appeared 
with historian Helen Fry in ITV’s Britain’s Secret 
Homes about the network of covert wartime lis¬ 
tening including Trent Park. 

She said: “He is an avid reader about World 
War II. When he knew about Trent Park at risk, 
he offered his support.” 

Dr Fry, who wrote The M Room about the 



secret listeners, said: “One of the things that has 
been discovered in the basement are some of the 
original bugging wires. As the intelligence ser¬ 
vices stripped the building, that’s very exciting.” 

The mansion, off Cockfosters Road, has lain 
dormant since Middlesex University sold it for 
£30million to the Allianze University College of 
Medical Sciences, which had planned to turn it 
into medical camps. Last autumn it was bought 
by developers Berkeley Homes. 

Piers Clanford, managing director of Berkeley 
Homes (North East London), said: “We share the 
desire to create permanent public access to the 
mansion house and celebrate its history and con¬ 
tribution to World War II. 

“However, we want be sure that what is deliv¬ 
ered has longevity, will last and be accessible to 
the community for years to come. With this in 
mind, we are currently engaged with specialists 


and local groups to understand what could be 
deliverable and develop proposals together.” 

The Save Trent Park campaign is in talks with 
the developers and wants them to extend the size 
of the space to be set aside as a museum. 

Campaigner and Cockfosters ward councillor 
Jason Charalambous said the building should be 
retained for educational purposes as part of the 
local authority’s planning statement. 

Campaigners are holding a public meeting at 
Christ Church, in Chalk Lane, Cockfosters, on 
Thursday, June 16. 

Speakers will include Iain Standen, the chief 
executive of the wartime intelligence hub Bletch- 
ley Park, Trent Park secret listener Fritz Lustig, 
from Muswell Hill, and Enfield Southgate MP 
David Burrowes, along with Mr Charalambous 
and Dr Fry. 

The meeting starts at 7pm. 


Narrowboat saved 
from sinking in river

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On the march: Young people demonstrated in Edmonton against gun and knife crime 

Marchers united 
against violence 

Hundreds join crusade against gun and knife crime

HUNDREDS of young people united in their 
hatred of knife and gun crime marched through 
the streets of Edmonton on Saturday. 

They gathered outside the Florence Hayes 
Playground, in Fore Street, with placards and 
banners in hand to demonstrate against a spate of 
knife and gun attacks which has claimed the lives 
of a growing number of young people in the area 
over the past few years. 

Now in its fourth year, the event, staged by 
the Schools Against Violence in Enfield (SAVE) 
coalition, is aimed at unifying the community 
against the problem of violence among 
young people. 

The march was organised by Dr Pat Agdomar, 
who leads Young Soldierz 4 Christ, a group ded¬ 
icated to combating knife, guns and gang crime. 

Dr Agdomar said: “Young people were telling 
me that they want to turn away from this violent 
lifestyle and help their friends to do so also. The 
march served as a one-to-one communication 
with local people, and people of all faiths were 
brought out on to the streets to participate.” 


More than 300 people turned out, with 
numbers gathering momentum along the 
route, from Fore Street towards Edmonton 
Green, along Church Street and ending at 
Latymer All Saints Primary School, in Hyde- 
thorpe Avenue, where a number of workshops 
and seminars were held by the police, ambulance 
services and youth groups. 

They covered drug awareness for parents and 
teenagers and heart-start techniques if someone 
has a cardiac arrest. 

Jake Lawrence, who was there on the day, said: 
“The march was organised by SAVE to respond 
to the spate of knife and gun attacks carried out 
by young people against other young people in 
Edmonton and Enfield.” 

He said that the community wanted to tackle 
“this social disease which too often blights our 
local communities”. 

Next month the Young Soldierz performing 
arts group will be staging an evening of song, 
dance, drama and humour to demonstrate the 
positive impact young people can make. 

The Believe and Achieve event starts at 7pm at 
Millfield Theatre, in Silver Street, Edmonton, on 
Saturday, July 23.

In addition, the Wren Academy (the 
school provider) is relentlessly pursu¬ 
ing this green belt land as its primary 
and preferred site for a new Church of 
England school. 


It has held a number of meetings 
with the Education Funding Authority, 
which is looking for land to purchase 
on Wren’s behalf. 

Why is Enfield Road the preferred 
site? Could it be because the land is 
owned by the London Diocese, which 
has been trying for years to offload it? 

It is crucial that our supporters and 
your readers have the full facts made 
available to them. 

The article gives the impression that 
the threat of development on these 
fields has all gone away.

Just turn off 
your engines 

IT is heartening to see Sadiq Khan 
already focusing on air pollution. 

Less welcome are claims that Cycle 
Enfield, in particular the A105 project, 
will worsen the position, particularly 
from queueing traffic (“Best idea is to 
rip it up and start again”, Advertiser, 
June 1 2016, among others). 

Cambridge-based consultants con¬ 
sidered the plans and expect overall 
improvements, but with some hotspots 
at junctions due to congestion. Since 
then, in a fast-developing research 
field, analysis has identified that up to 
90 per cent of transport-related partic¬ 
ulates in cities are based on non¬ 
exhaust emissions. They are from tyre 
and brake wear, plus road surface. This 
does sound appalling to breathe, but is 
not a problem from stationary traffic. 

With any traffic on the A105, with or 
without Cycle Enfield, I suggest two 
alternatives - try not to take the car, 
noting that about one third of Enfield’s 
journeys are shorter than a mile, or turn 
off the ignition when stationary to stop 
toxic exhaust emissions. Some modern 
cars even do this automatically.

AN accountant has stepped away from her calcu¬ 
lator and into a world of colour and creativity 
with the launch of her debut children’s book. 

Lorraine O’Garro, 34, of Osidge Lane, South- 
gate, has been developing a series of children’s 
books over the past 10 years based on the adven¬ 
tures of young Bella Sweeney.

A MAN whose fiancee was diagnosed with 
multiple sclerosis ten years ago is deep in 
training to run a half-marathon to raise money 
for those suffering from the condition. 

Marc Bleach, 40, of Southbury Avenue, 
Enfield, is raising money for the MS Trust - a 
charity which funds research into multiple scle¬ 
rosis - by taking part in the Great North Run. 

Marc’s partner, Clare Sutherland, 39, was 
diagnosed with MS, a neurological condition 
that affects the central nervous system, when 
they had been together for a year. 

Describing his partner’s condition, he said: 
“She walks with a slight limp, but she has 
never let MS stop her from doing anything. 
She works as a speech and language therapist 
at Lavender Primary School [in Lavender 
Road, Enfield].” 

Spurs fan Marc was inspired to run to raise 
money for the charity when he realised that it 
was a great way to get the word out about and 
raise funds for the condition, which many peo¬ 
ple still have little knowledge of. 

“It is not always a visible disability and 
so sometimes people can get impatient 
if someone walks slightly differently or 
slurs their speech, so explaining that MS 
manifests in different ways and is sometimes 
not even perceptible, is really important,” 
he told the Advertiser. 

To get ready for the 13-mile run, from 
Newcastle to South Shields in September, 
Marc is warming up with a few 10k races 
throughout the summer, including one in 
Newham, east London, around the Olympic 
Park in Stratford. 

And his children, 16-year-old Luke and 
Katie, six, are proud of what their dad is doing 
to raise money to help the cause. 

“They both understand about their mum’s 
condition and they know how it affects her, so 
they are really supportive,” Marc added.

Police appeal after burglars net 
£160,000 in jewellery and cash

DETECTIVES have issued images of 
four men they want to quiz over a bur¬ 
glary in which jewellery and cash worth 
£160,000 were stolen from a house in 
Winchmore Hill. 

They hope members of the public will 
recognise the suspects, who were cap¬ 
tured on security cameras during the 
break-in at the house in Oaklands. 

And they are keen to speak to wit¬ 
nesses who may have seen them hauling 
a heavy safe containing £150,000 of gold 
jewellery and £10,000 in cash to a wait¬ 
ing grey BMW3 or 5 series car parked in 
the driveway. 

The burglary was carried out between 
1.19pm and 4.32pm on Thursday, May 19. 


The occupant of the house, a 31-year-old 
woman, had gone away three days earlier. 

Two of the gang entered the back of the 
property via a side alley and after a failed 
attempt to force the patio doors with a 
screwdriver they gained access after 
smashing the glass. 

They left empty-handed after a few 
minutes. But later that afternoon two dif¬ 
ferent men entered the back of the prop¬ 
erty via the alley and while they were 
inside the BMW pulled up. 

Two minutes later the two intruders 
emerged carrying the safe and got into 
the car, which was driven off. 

The stolen jewellery included 55 tradi¬ 
tional thin Turkish bangles with 
a twist design, two belts made up of 60 
gold coins, a 2.5-carat diamond and plat¬ 
inum necklace with emeralds, about 70 


gold investment coins, five thick 
gold bangles about five centimetres wide 
and a number of gold earrings and rings. 

The house had an alarm which should 
have transmitted an alert that intruders 
were on the premises and police were 
required, but it had been disabled, say 
detectives. 

Police have issued descriptions of 
the men. 

One is described as tall and black, aged 
25 to 30, with a broad build. He was 
wearing a black cap, a dark red jumper 
and jeans and carrying a brown across- 
shoulder bag. 

The man who broke in with him is 
described as short and black, aged 
between 30 and 40, bald and with a slim 
build. He was wearing a pale shirt and 
dark tie, a light green beige jacket with a 


sleeveless high visibility jacket over the 
top, dark blue faded jeans, cream 
coloured shoes and white gloves. He was 
carrying a black bag hung over his 
right shoulder. 

A third man, who was first seen at 
3.55pm, is described as white and aged 
about 30, with dark brown hair and a dark 
beard. He was wearing a grey jumper and 
black skinny jeans. 

The fourth man is also white, aged 20 
to 30 and of slim build. He was wearing 
a grey Nike hooded top with a white 
tick on the left breast, a grey baseball 
cape, white or pale grey trousers and 
white trainers. 

Anyone with any information is being 
asked to contact police in Enfield via 
101, or Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555 111. 


Fake cigs 
fraudster 
sentenced 

A FRAUDSTER who 
dodged almost £150,000 
of tax on illicit cigarettes 
has been given a suspended 
prison sentence after he 
was caught red-handed. 

Hawker Kawani, 39, 
from Edmonton, was 
arrested after customs 
officers raided a rented 
storage unit in Dagenham, 
Essex, in April 2014. 

They found him at the 
unit, along with 601,300 
mixed brands of cigarettes 
on which £144,558 UK tax 
and duty had not been paid. 

When questioned, 

Kawani initially denied 
knowing the illicit cigarettes 
were in the storage unit, 
claiming he had been asked 
to rent the unit by a man 
he repaired cars for. 

However, he pleaded 
guilty at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court last month to 
evading tax and duty due 
on the cigarettes. 

Kawani was sentenced at 
the same court on Monday 
to seven months’ 
imprisonment, suspended 
for a year. He was also 
ordered to undertake 
100 hours of unpaid work 
and must pay £500 costs 
within six months.

film review 


THE BOSS (15,99 mins) 


W HAT a difference two years 
make. In the summer of 2014, 
actress Melissa McCarthy and 
husband Ben Falcone ended her winning 
streak of hilarious big-screen comedies 
with the misfiring road movie Tammy, 
which they co-wrote and he directed. 

Love and marriage didn’t come together 
in a script packed with belly laughs. 

Unperturbed by Tammy’s critical maul¬ 
ing, McCarthy and Falcone rekindle their 
unholy alliance in front of and behind the 
camera for this brash comedy about an 
egocentric businesswoman, who is forced 
to rebuild her life after a stint behind bars. 

The Boss improves on its predecessor 
in one crucial respect: it is sporadically 
funny and the ebullient leading lady strains 
every sinew in her single-minded quest to 
milk laughs from pratfalls. 

A throwaway visual gag of a mouthguard 
is silly enough to induce snorts of derision, 
while a scene of sisterly bonding over what 
to wear to a first date showcases 
McCarthy’s gift for physical humour (at the 
expense of her co-star’s blushes). 

However, husband and wife haven’t 
learned from past transgressions. 

They haven’t invested enough time in fully 
realising the characters, some gags lack 
punchlines and, in the closing act, they risk 
a hostile takeover from mawkish sentiment. 

Michelle Darnell (McCarthy) was raised 
at the Blessed Sisters of Mercy orphan¬ 
age, where efforts to find the youngster 
a loving, adopted family ended in 
crushing disappointment. 

Emboldened by her humiliating ordeal, 
Michelle becomes America’s 47th richest 
woman until her dubious ethics result in a 
five-year prison sentence for insider trading. 

She emerges without any friends to greet 
her. Her bodyguard Tito (Cedric Yarbrough) 
has abandoned her and long-suffering per-

sonal assistant Claire Rawlings (Kristen 
Bell) has a young daughter Rachel (Ella 
Anderson) to nurture. 

In desperation, Michelle turns up unan¬ 
nounced on Claire’s doorstep and takes up 
temporary residence on a temperamental 
sofa bed. 

From this low-rent headquarters, 
Michelle doggedly resolves to rebuild her 
empire by creating a flourishing chocolate 
brownie business from Claire’s moreish 
secret recipe. 


Moderate success brings the shamed 
business mogul back into contact with 
her aggrieved rival Renault (Peter Dinklage) 
and former mentor Ida Marquette 
(Kathy Bates). 

Meanwhile, single mother Claire ner¬ 
vously prepares for a date with nice guy 
Mike (Tyler Labine). 

The Boss is a pleasant, fleeting diversion 
that fulfils the most basic requirement of a 
comedy: it makes you laugh. 

McCarthy barrels through every frame

with gusto and Bell dutifully plays 
the straight woman caught in the eye of 
the tornado. 

True, some of the giggles are inelegant 
and hard-won, but it’s a vast improvement 
over the tumbleweed of Tammy. 

Effort exceeds reward throughout Fal¬ 
cone’s film, but on the few occasions the 
script, performances and direction align, it 
is genuinely funny and sweet.

Levante’s a bit of a monster 


By Matt Kimberley 

T HE spec sheet makes interest¬ 
ing reading - a Maserati SUV 
fitted with a soulful tur¬ 
bocharged V6 made in Modena, by 
Ferrari. Take that, Porsche. 

The three-litre engine used in the 
Quattroporte and Ghibli has been 
turned up to 11 for the five-metre 
Levante with 345bhp and 424bhp 
versions, promising speed and drama 
in equal measure. 

The Levante is based on the Ghibli 
platform, but heavily modified to 
take the extra weight and to deliver 
off-road capability 
The suspension, double wishbone 
at the front and five-link at the 
rear, has been modified for longer 
shock travel, better stiffness and 
higher strength. 

As for drive, the company’s own 
Q4 four-wheel-drive system has been 
adapted with new software to enable 
it to handle off-road terrain. 


The air suspension can even 
be raised and lowered from the 
driver’s seat. 

There’s no missing that huge, gap¬ 
ing grille, or the active shutters 
behind it, which stay closed for cold 
engine starts to catalyse the warm-up 
process before opening to offer full 
air ingress when needed. 

The Levante makes a big statement 
with the way it looks, although the 
standard 18-inch wheels on the 
cheaper 345bhp car are criminally 
small. Upgrade to 20s as a minimum. 

On top of three 12-volt power sock¬ 
ets in the cabin, the boot has a fourth 
within its 580-litre cavern. 

The lip is high, but can be lowered 
with a special “parking” ride height 
that drops the Levante as low as it 
can go. The tailgate is powered 
as standard. 

Pops, bangs and thunderous gar¬ 
gling from the quad exhausts are the 
order of the day in Sport mode. 

It’s a bit of a monster and it’s much 


louder outside the car than inside. It’s 
as naughty as SUVs get. 

You’ll hear one being driven in 
anger through quiet countryside even 
if you’re in the next village. 

The 345bhp car isn’t actually par¬ 
ticularly quick - for a Maserati. 

It responds best to manual flicks of 
the long-travel shift paddles south of 
6,000rpm as power tails off between 
there and the redline. 

It sounds great, however - all anger 
and divine retribution. 

The ride is very good and cabin 
refinement is remarkable, allowing 
quiet conversation even at 125mph - 
good news if you have an autobahn 
on your doorstep. 

Wind and road noise on 20-inch 
wheels is contained impeccably. 

The eight-speed ZF automatic 
gearbox shifts smoothly, with just a 
murmur passing up through the car’s 
structure with each shift. 

It doesn’t roll a lot even at its soft¬ 
est, although slimmer people will 


lean more than they’d like because 
the seats are so wide. 

Activate Sport Suspension with 
two presses of the Sport button and 
the Levante stays uncannily flat, grip¬ 
ping the road for all it’s worth and 
giving even more confidence to push 
the V6 harder. 

At the time of writing it had only 
just been confirmed that the petrol 
version would be coming to the UK 
at all, so prices were unavailable. 

It’s likely to cost more than the 
diesel, however, and will top out 
at about £55,000 before options 
- and most buyers will want a lot 
of those. 

Expect the Levante V6’s biggest 
drawback to be expense. 

It’s unlikely to better a Cayenne S 
for overall running costs and it may 
have a higher list price to start with. 

That said, for your money you 
do get possibly the most charismatic 
SUV you can buy for less 
than £60,000.

SPURS TIPPED TO 
GET EURO BOOST

TOBY ALDERWEIRELD firmly 
believes that Tottenham Hotspur will 
reap the rewards of having so many 
players taking part in Euro 2016. 

The final squads have been unveiled 
for the showpiece event, which gets 
under way in France on Friday, and 
Spurs will have a total of 11 players 
competing for various countries - 
just one adrift of Liverpool and 
Juventus’ tournament-high tally of 12. 

And central defender Alderweireld, 
part of the hotly-tipped Belgian 
squad, feels that this is a real benefit 
for the club. 

“Of course it’s good for the club 
that we have a lot of internationals 
going,” he said. “The experience 
the players are getting from going to 
this kind of tournament is massive as 
well. 

“You’ll take it all back to your club 
afterwards and you get better, you 
become more mature and get extra 
experience from it.” 

Alderweireld will head to France full 
of confidence following a fantastic 
first season for Spurs, which saw him 
rapidly become a key member of the 
side following his arrival from Atletico 
Madrid last summer - being an ever¬ 
present in both the Premier League 
and the Europa League. 

He added: “Of course you hope for 
those kind of things, to play every 
game, but from day one I tried to work 
very hard to show what I’m about and 
tried to help the team. 

“The lads helped me a lot to settle 


in as well. At first I had the Belgian 
guys who obviously I knew and that 
was beneficial. The rest were very 
nice to me too, so it all helped. 

“As a team we had a lot of good 
games during the year, we developed 
quite well and with the fantastic team 
and fantastic fans that we have I think 
we achieved something special. 

“In all I was very happy with my 
first season for Spurs. I can always 
play better, but I think for the first 
season it was quite good.” 

Meanwhile, fellow Tottenham star 
Harry Kane is raring to go as he pre¬ 
pares to take part in his first major 
senior international championships. 

The striker is one of five Spurs 
players in the England squad, and the 
quintet - which also includes Kyle 
Walker, Danny Rose, Eric Dier and 
Dele Alii - are all thought to have a 
good chance of starting in Saturday’s 
opener against Russia. 

“I’m just excited,” he said. “I just 
want to get out there and start play¬ 
ing. Of course, we’ve had these three 
friendlies that seem to have taken for¬ 
ever, and I think a few of us are just 
ready to go. 

“We’re just looking to go out there 
and be ready for the first game. We’ll 
see now what the formation and team 
is going to be against Russia - we’ve 
done all we can to be prepared. 

“To be an international striker you 
have to be prepared to play in differ¬ 
ent systems, and if that’s what the 
manager wants, I’m ready to do it. We 
do what the manager wants, we play 
where he wants us to play, and we’ve 
just got to do our best there.”

Skolars pay the price for a slow start 


North Middlesex claim a crushing win 


THE London Skolars were made to pay for a 
disappointing first-half performance as they fell 
to a 26-18 defeat at Hunslet Hawks in rugby 
league’s Kingstone Press Championship One 
on Sunday. 

Playing for the first time in two weeks, the 
Skolars produced an error-strewn display in the 
first 40 minutes as the hosts opened up a 12-0 
lead.

The Skolars finally sprang into life and got 
themselves on the scoreboard through Billy 
Driver’s converted try, but the hosts quickly 
regained control and Ansell slotted over a 
penalty before adding the conversion when 
James Duckworth touched down. 

However, the visitors stepped up the pace and 
suddenly gave themselves renewed hope by 
claiming two converted tries in quick succession 
as Israel Eliab raced 60 metres to touch down 
before a fine break by Lamack Juma ended with 
James Woodbum-Hall scoring under the posts. 

All the momentum was with the Skolars at 
this stage, but the hosts managed to hold firm 
in the closing stages to seal the win. 

The London Skolars host Barrow Raiders on 
Saturday (2pm). 


NORTH MIDDLESEX produced a remarkable 
performance with the ball as they secured a 
149-run victory at home to Southgate in the 
Premier Division of the Middlesex County 
Cricket League on Saturday.

Paul Weekes was the star performer, ending 
with figures of 5-26 as Wembley were dismissed 
for just 106 batting first and then smashing an 
unbeaten 63 to help Hornsey cruise to 110-0 in 
reply. Jamie Harris (32 not out) gave Weekes 
excellent support with the bat. 

Elsewhere in the second division, Highgate’s 
struggles continued as they lost by 89 runs at 
Barnes. 

John Olive (70) and Dean Bedson (61) were 
the main contributors as Barnes amassed 249-7 
batting first, and Highgate could only make 160 
in reply despite 67 from Sandun Dias. 

And North London were beaten by 16 runs in 
a low scoring match at high-flying Middlesex 
Tamils Sports and Social Club in Division Three 
- being bowled out for just 85 after the hosts 
had posted a total of 101. 

North Middlesex go to Stanmore on Saturday, 
while Hornsey host Barnes, Highgate visit 
Finchley and North London entertain South 
Hampstead.
